-from their Territories, which nor long after he ſubdu- 
ed, and ſet his chief Scat at Mecca, From that his 
*Flight, the Saracens began their Computation of Years, 
© (as we from Chriſts Nativity) which they call the He- 
+ gira; which beginneth about the Year of our Redem- 
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that Mahomet compiledhis deviliſh DoQtrin, beginning his 
Empin&;and Boniface the Third afſumed his Antichriſtian 
Title, beginning his unlimited Supremacy the ſame year. 

Abour the {ame time, the Saracens, revolting from 
Heracling the Eaſtern Emperour, joyned themſelves to 
him. They had long been diſpleaſed with their condition, 
and now hoped to mendit ; Exaſperated by Julian the 


| Apoſtate, when they ſerved in his Wars againſt the Perſf- 


ans, for telling them when they as ked for their Pay, that 
he had more ſtore of Steel than Gold; but then they 
wanted a fit Head to reſort unto. Now ſerving Heraclt- - 
4 in the ſame War, his Officers uſed them in the ſameill. 
manner. Asking for Pay, the Treaſurer of. the Army 
made them this anſwer, that there was ſcarce money e- 


_mnough to pay the Roman and Grecian Sauldiers, and | 


muſt thoſe Dogs be ſo importunate for their Wiges ? 
. Provoked herewith, and hearing of the fame of Mabe-- 
met, they took to him; who, much' ſtrengthened by 
them, 2nd the reſt of their Countreymen, ſoon ſubjected 
the three Arabiastohim; And having defeated the Em- 
perour's Forces ſent againſt him, he added ſome parts of 
Syria and Egypt ; and returning to Meccs,- there died 
Frantick, in the ſeyentieth year of his Age, and twenty 
third of his Impoſtures; of which he had ſpent thirteen 


at Medina, and the reſt'at Mecca. His dead Body being 


kept four days, in expedation'of a ReſurreQion, which 
he promis'd to perform at the end of three ; grown full 
of ſtench and putrefaion, was convey 'd to Medina, and 
there interred ; his Succeſſors, out of wicked Policy, 
keeping up the repu:ation of that Religion after his de- 


ceaſe, which they derided in his life ; and called themg- 


ſclves Caliphs and Vicars General to him their Pro- 
phet. His Corps doth not hang in the Air by force of 
Loadſtones drawing up his Iron Coffin or Cheſt, but li- 
_ eth buried in the ground, as Ludevicus Vertomannusy by 
his own view, hath obſerved.

the fame night the Romans had made Fires about their 
Engines where they watched b:cauſe of the Cold ; the 
Artificers and Souldiers that kept the Waxd and the 
Watch about the Romans, were a hundred and fifty. 
" The day was the twenty ſeventh of the Month of Sep- 
tember, which was the ninth Month that 7:tus had be- 
fieged Jeruſalem, Eleazer and his Company thus being 
iſfaed our, 'came and found ſome of the Romans ſnort< 
ing about the Fires, others watching in their Wards, 
and killed them, all, that not one remained. Then 
” ſome of Eleazer's Company ſer fire upon the Rams, 
> burn'd the landing Poſts, Ropes, Chains, and other 
Inſtruments of War; the Artificers that were there 
they apprehended alive, and burn'd them, ſo that. nat 
one Man eſcaped. 

When. it was.day Titus obſerved the ſmoak of the 
Fire mounted up very foal, and linking of the Wood 
> and Men together ; he drew towards the place there- 
t fore with his Hoſt. to ſee what the matter was; Elea- 
© zer in the mean S:aſon, and his Companions, t&ok, as 
> they might get, every Man a piece of the Engines out 
of the Fire, or ſome of their Heads that chey had Kitl- 
Jed, and returned with great Joy, flouting the Rowans, 
and laughing them to ſcorn by the way, till they came 
> to the Gates of Feruſalem, where they were received 
of Schimeon and Fehochanan with great Honour. 
Soon afrer this came many Souldicrs and great Bands 
of Men out of all Nations, that were ſubject ro the Em- 
ire of the Ro'»ans, to aid Tits ; to whom, Titus. de» 
Ehared what bapned bimin that Siege, -- The Stourneſs

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you ever ſee four Men withſtand ten thouſand and five 
hundred, ſo that they being all together, could neither 
overthrow them nor take them Priſoners ; but the four 
ſlew them like as it had been the tops of Cucumbers 
ſmitten off with moſt ſharp Swords ? When they heard 
this, they wondred all very much. Then Titus ſpake 
unto his Hoſt, and them who were newly repaired unto 
him, to ſhew their Advice and beſt Counſel what was 
to be done, left we ſhould be aſhamed, {aid he, before - 
all them that ſhall hereafter hear of out Wars. 

The graveit and molt ancient of the Nations whick 
were newly come to his Aid, anſwered, If it pleaſe 
Your Majelty, let the Romans breath a while, and take  : 
their Reſt, which are now wearied with"the ſundry 3 
Battels of the Jews, and we, who are not ſo broken with 
labour, but freſh and luſty, ſhall rry what the Jews can 
do, we cannot think that they are able ro withſtand fo

But the Princes of the Romans defired Titns that he” 
ſhonld not permit them this, left he ſhould increaſe 
their own Sorrows, if peradvevtare they ſhould be dif 
comfited (faid they) by the Jews, and the matter” res - | 
daund ' unto their own Shame ; for .if we who are © 
acquainted with their Stratagems, and \know their” -* 
manner of fighting, cannor ſultain their violence, how 7; 
ſhall they do it that never had proof of the force and} 
ſtrength of the Jews ?
